S.O. 308 (E).—WHEREAS the minimum rates of 
wages payble to the employees employed in the scheduled 
employments in Red Oxide Mines. Quartzite & Silica Mines, 
Granite Mines, Steatite Mines (including Mines producing 
Soap Stone and Talc). Ochre Mines, Asbestos & Fire Clay 
Mines, Copper Mines, Uranium Mines, Iron Ore Mines, 
Hematite Mines, Rock Phosphate Mines, Chromite Mines, 
Magnetite Mines, Gypsum & Barytes Mines, Graphite 
Mines, Dolomite Mines, China Clay, Clay & White Clay 
Mines, Wolfram Mines, Manganese Mines, Felspar Mines, 
Bauxite Mines, Marble & Calcite Mines and Mica Mines 
were last published in the Gazette of India, Extraordi¬ 
nary Part II Section 3(ii) vide Notification No. S.O. 514 
(E) dated 12th July, 1994. 

Now. in exercise of the powers conferred by claus* 
(b) of Sub-Section (1) of Section (3) read with Sub-Sec¬ 
tion (3) thereof and Clause (i) of Sub-Section (1) of Sec¬ 
tion 4 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948, the Central 
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eminent in supersession of lire earlier Notification 
‘ . tJ 514 dated 12-7-94, makes tlte following draft pro¬ 
posal for revising the minimum wages per day per em¬ 
ployee payable in the scheduled employments listed in 
Para I above and die proposal is hereby published as re¬ 
quired under Clause (b) of Sub-Section (1) of Section 5 of 
the said Act for information of all Uiose persons who are 
likely to be affected thereby and dicrefore notice is hereby 
given with the stipulation that the said draft proposal shall 
be taken into consideration on expiry of a period of two 
months from the date on which copies of this Notifica¬ 
tion are published in the Official Gazette and are made 
available to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which will be received 
from any person or organisation with regard to the said 
draft proposal will be duly considered by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment.

DRAFT PROPOSAL 

The revised minimum rates of wages shall consist 
of (a) tlte basic rates of wages as set out in Coulum 3 and 
4 of Part I of the Schedule payable to the Categories of 
employees mentioned in tlte Schedule and (b) a special 
allowance. Tlte rate of special allowance shall be adjusted 
by the Chief Labour Commissioner (Central) at tlte inter¬ 
val of six months commencing on 1st October and 1st April 
every' year on tlte basis of average cost of living index 
number for the preceding period of six months ending on 
30th June and 31st December, respectively at tlte rate 
mentioned in Part II of tlte Schedule. The categorisation of 
workers will be as brought out in Part III of tlte Schedule.

EXPLANATION FOR THE PURPOSE OF THE 
NOTIFICATION: 

1 The minimum rates of wages are all inclusive 
rates including the basic rates, the cost of living allow¬ 
ance say Special Allowance and the cash value of the 
concessional supply, if any, of essential commodities. 

2. The minimum rates of wages are applicable to 
employees employed by contractors also. 

3. The minimum rates of wages for disabled per¬ 
sons shall be same as payable to tire workers of the appro¬ 
priate category'. 

4. (a) "Unskilled " work is one which involves 

simple operations requiring little or no skill 
or experience on the job. 

(b) ‘"Semi-skilled” work is one which involves 
some degree of skill or competence acquired 
through experience on the job and which is 
capable of being performed under the 
supervision or guidance of a skilled em¬ 
ployee and includes supervisory work. 

(c) ""Skilled’" work is one which involves skill or 
competence acquired through experience on 
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llie job or tlirough training as an apprentice 
in a technical or vocational institute and the 
performance of which calls for initiative and 
judgement 

(d) "'Miner'’ means a worker, who is directly 
involved/engaged in excavation/extraction 
by way of digging, picking, sorting, dress¬ 
ing. processing and loading and other inci¬ 
dental works thereto in a mine. 

(e) "Highly Skilled” work means work which 
calls for a degree of perfection and compe¬ 
tence in the performance of certain jobs in¬ 
cluding clerical work acquired through in¬ 
tensive teclmical or professional training or 
adequate work experience for certain reason¬ 
able period and also requires of an employee 
to assume full responsibility for his judge¬ 
ment/decision involved in the execution of 
thejob. 

5. Where the existing rates of wages of any em¬ 
ployee. based on contract or agreement or otherwise are 
higher than the rates notified herein, the higher rates shall 
be protected and treated as the minimum rates of wages 
applicable for the purpose of this notification to such 
employees. 


6 Where in any area the minimum rates of wages, 
fixed as per this notification in relation to stone mines 
are lower than the minimum rates of wages fixed by the 
State Government for the employees employed in the em¬ 
ployment of stone-breaking or stone crushing operations 
carried on in any mine or quarry or under some other 
arrangement, the higher rate of wages shall be payable to 
the workers employed in the employment in the stone 
mines and that wage shall be considered to be the mini¬ 
mum rates of wages fixed under this notification. 

7. A person working or employed in or in connec¬ 
tion with a mine is said to be working or employed "be¬ 
low ground” if he is working or employed :— 

(i) in a shaft which has been or is in the course of 
being sunk; or 

(ii) in any excavation which extends below superjacent 
ground; or 

(iii) in an open cast working in which the depth of the 
excavation measured from its highest to its lowest 
point exceeds six metres.
